Final decision in the matter 
will be made at the next 
ASF Executive meeting on 
August 31, in Sydney. 

The same meeting will be 
asked to solve the deadlock 
oyer a proposed New Zealand 
tour by Australia at the end 
of the 1968 season. 


Last Sunday’s meeting in 
Sydney voted 2-2 over the 
proposal — with the NSW 
delegates opposed to such a 
tour. 


If they have their way, the 
oft repeated “national team 
policy” will receive yet an- 
other nasty, though absolutely 
not surprising shock. 


WORLD CUP 


Australia’s forthcoming 
World Cup commitments 
were also discussed at the 
meeting. 

The Subcommittee decided 
to recommend to the Execut- 
ive the following preferences 
for the World Cup elimin- 
ation round procedures: 

1. The tournament to be 
held in Israel; 2. to be held 
in Japan; 3. matches to be 
staged on a home-and-away 
basis. 

The ASF is firmly against 
the idea of organising the 
series in Australia because of 
the financial risk involved 
(see FIFA’s view on _ the 
matter on page 2). 

The August 31 meeting 
promises to be one of the 
stormiest in ASF history. 

But even a storm is no 
guarantee that this malformed, 
undernourished and probably 
moribund organisation will 
achieve anything positive 


“resolved. t 


apart from holding just an- 
other meeting. 

The personal conflicts with- 
in the ASF as well as the 
divisions between the States 
are so sharp that the entire 
organisation is doomed to 
perennial immobility. 

Characteristically enough, 
Jast Sunday’s meeting decided 
that no statements of any 
kind should be issued to the 
Press.

WA's 3-0 
Merdeka 
triumph 


Western Australia, long 
considered the “Cinderella” 
of Australian soccer, came 
of age last Saturday. 

Australia’s entrant in the 

prestigious Merdeka Tourn- 
ament at Kuala Lumpur, 
Malaysia, scored, a sensa- 
tional 3-0 win over South 
Korea, the joint-holders of 
the trophy with Burma. 
\ Inside-left Nino Segon, 
who failed to make the 
grade with APIA three 
yeats ago, and outside-left 
McIntosh scored the goals 
which kayoed the fancied 
Koreans. : 

WA’s win eclipses the 
Australian national team’s 
hard-fought 3-2 win over 
the same South Koreans in 
the final of last year’s 
Saigon Tournament. 

In other first round 
matches, Burma, the reign- 
ing Asian champions, 
trounced South Vietnam, 
which Australia only beat 
1-0 in Saigon, 3-0; Mal- 
aysia and Hong Kong 


played a 1-1 draw and a 


second string Japanese XI 
beat Hong Kong 2-1. 

The full Japanese Olym- 
pic team, which — visited 
Australia this year, is cur- 
rently touring the Soviet 
Union and Central Europe. 

Western Australia have 
an excellent chance of 
reaching the semifinals as 
they should have the meas- 
ure of Singapore, National- 
ist China and Japan even 
if they falter against indo- 
nesia, the strongest team in 
their group. 

Indonesia overwhelmed 
Japan 7-1 on Monday. 

Western Australia were 
due to meet Indonesia on 
Tuesday. Then they take on 
Japan on Thursday, 
Nationalist China on Fri- 
day and finally Singapore 
on Sunday. 

The Merdeka semifinals 
are to be played at Kuala 
Lumpur’s Merdeka Stadium 
next Tuesday and the final 
on Sunday, August 25. 

Judging on their display 
against South Korea, West- 
ern Australia appear certain 
to improve on their ninth 
place (out of 11 contest- 
ants) in 1967.

Although no decision has 
been made at press time, 
the names of Cliss, Schaefer 
and Fernandez have heen 
mentioned. 

Surprisingly enough, Mel- 
bourne officials have dis- 
covered that a locphole in 
the regulations makes such 
11th hour transfer still 
possible, 

Less surprisingly, St. 
George - Budapest have 
asked for a return favor 


-You quote “So far only the FA of Israel haye rom- 
municated their agreement to stage such a tournament” but 
you left out the most important part of the fetter which 
reads as follows: 

“..and Australia informed FIFA of the impossibility 
of organising the tournament in Australia. 

“No answer has been received so far from Japan. Just 
for the record, we would like to mention that New Zea- 
land communicated their willingness to participate in a tourna- 
ment, marking the following preference for venues: a.) Aus- 
tralia _b.) Japan c.) Israel. The same communication was 
received from Rhodesia giving the folfowing preference: 
a.) Japan b.) Australia c.) Israel.” 

(We did omit part of Mr. Courte’s long letter including 
this section quoted above. However, some weeks ago in 
another article we have already referred to the fact that the 
ASF regarded the staging of the tournament in Australia an 
“impossibility”, — Editor.) 

With regard to the second part of your article where 
you quote Mr. McAndrew’s comments, I would like to 
say the following. : 

As Mr. Courte stated in his letter, T can hardly believe 
that Mr. McAndrew could have said that we had received 
“official information.” 

It is quite true that I had a conversation with Mr. Koe 
Ewe Teik (secretary of the Asian Football Confederation and 
drafter of the so-called McAndrew Plan) in Dubrovnik and 
that I said I was interested in at least knowing unofficially 
the proposals worked out in Seoul. 

This unofficial information was received on July 2 and 
Mr. Koe Ewe Teik, in his own handwriting, wrote “no action 
is to be taken — for information only, Koe Ewe Teik, 21st 
June, 1968.” 


I told Mr. Koe Ewe Teik that as far as I myself was 
concerned I found the joint “proposal” very reasonable and 
would discuss the proposed scheme with Sir Stanley Rous 
When next he visited. Zurich,

Dave Mackay did not grace the opening 
program last Saturday in a Division One 


It was a break, almost, with 
tradition: Dave lined-up with 
Derby County, who finished 
the last. campaign in 17th 
spot.in Division Two and have 
not enjoyed senior League 
soccer on their Baseball 
Ground for some 15 years, 

The March of Time finally 
caught up with Mackay, the 
spikey Scot with a heart of 
gold. 

At 33, Mackay had to give 
way to younger legs, although 
he reckons he still has, at 
least, ,two years of good soc- 
cer in him and has signed a 
contract for that Jength of 
time with Derby County man- 
ager, Brian Clough. 

When Bill Nicholson took 
over Tottenham Hotspur in 
1959, Mackay was his first 
signing. 

The fee, £28,000, is not 
remarkable in these times, but 
was substantial enough then. 

Heart of Midlothian, from 
Scotland, were the outfit 
which pocketed the.cash and 
now they wanted Dave back 
before Derby stepped in with 
their offer. 

They hoped that he would 
play a season or so, then take 
over a$ manager; 

But is was not to be. Clough 
will allow Mackay to con- 
tinue living in London and 
train in Derby from Tuesday 
to Thursday. 

Always generous towards 
long _time-serving players, 
Spurs took only £15,000 for 
the exchange contract as the 

player who turned in 22 Scot- 


shifted to the North Mid- 
lands. 

The. break-up of the great 
Tottenham. side of the early 
1960s is, thus, nearly com- 
plete. 


Mackay was a member of 
the team which achieved the 
“doubla’ of FA Cup and 
League Championship in 
1961, the FA Cup again in 
1962 and 1967 and the Euro- 
pean Cupwinners’ Cup in 
1963. 


“IRON MAN” 


Dave Mackay overcame 
many obstacles to remain one 
of the toughest characters in 
the game. 

He broke his leg at the 
peak of his career and, at- 
tempting to make a come-back 
with the reserves before step- 
ping back to the seniors, he 
broke the same bone again. 

Some-said he would never 
play again. But they did not 
know this man who roared his 
way through matches like a 
tank in battle. 


He took it and he dished 
it out. When Derby County 
visit London this season there 
will be many to make a 
sentimental journey to see the 
“Iron Man” in action just 
for old time sake.
